New York, Oct. 22.— Credit, the 
under-the-Rurface foundation of all 
business, trembled for a time today, 
and before confidence could be res- 
tored New York's second largest fin- 
ancial Institution had emptied its cash 
vaults under pressure of (he biggest 
run experienced In a generation. A 
stock exchange firm had failed for 
$6,000,000, Wall street's principal se- 
curities had settled down from $5 to 
$8 a share, call on money had risen 
to Til per cent and local bankers, un- 
able to stem the tide of distrust, had 
been forced to appeal for relief to the 
Secretary of the Treasury at Wash- 
ington. All this was In the face of 
reassuring statements by the acting 
stale superintendent of banks that tho 
suspected bank was solvent; declara- 
tions by prominent bankers that there 
was no true basis of alarm; and as- 
surances from Washington that Sec- 
retary Cortelyou would not hesitate 
to act promptly In any situation where 
legitimate business was threatened. 

Xow that the first scare is over and 
the worst of the future discounted, It 
is believed that local bank affairs will 
soon readjust themselves, anil that the 
situation will be found to have given 
way to a saner conduct of financial 
affairs. P 

Secretary of the Treasury Cortel- 
you reached New York from Wash- 
ington at 9:30 o'clock tonight. He 
was met at Jersey City by Hamilton 
Pish, Assistant 'J. S. Treasurer, and 
the two were in earnest conversation 
during the terry trip to New York. 
Upon reaching this city they went at 
once to the Hotel Manhattan, where 
several bankers later presented to the 
secretary the various phases of local 
financial conditions. Secretary Cor- 
telyou is here to thoroughly look into 
the financial situation, which ho has 
hudl under observation for soverjal 
weeks. He has come with no precon- 
ceived Ideas of how much money will 
he required to relieve the situation, 
and tho matter of treasury relief will 
he determined by what he learns to- 
night. He will do ail he can to relieve 
the present crisis. 

Before leaving Washington late to- 
day Mr. Cortelyou directed that 
$6,000,000 be deposited with New 
York banks. He issued the state- 
ment: "The Secretary of the Treas- 
ury is keeping in close touch with the 
business conditions throughout the 
country. In the maHi r of public 
deposits iie will at all ti les consul! 
the needs of legitimate l'.ts'i.css, and 
will not ht-d't&te to deal promptly and 
adequately with any situation that 



In a conference, at JL o'clock tonight. 
Bankers not directly associated with 
the Knickerbocker wore quite as anxi- 
ous that Its Integrity bo maintained, 
and many conferences were held to- 
night with a view to putting tho 
Knickerbocker on its feet If this could 
bo accomplished without weakening 
Other Institutions. .1.

This statement was made following 
a conference on the local banking 
situation held at the Hotel Manhattan 
between Secretary Cortelyou, J. I', 
Morgan.

Stlllmaii 
ami Jas. G. Cannon. Subsequently it 
was learned that the position of the 
Knickerbocker Trust Company was re- 
garded by those al tile conference as 
hopelessly Insolvent, no aid was ex- 
tended to that Institution.

No Instances of rate 
cutting among them bave been re- 
ported, although some<of the small in- 
dependent mills are reported to have 
made reductions on rough material.

The 
stutement has frequently been made 
that the policies for which J stand 
legislative and executive, are -espon- 
sible for the trouble.

Thoy 
represent the effort tu punish suc- 
cessful dishonesty. 1 doubt if tho 
policies have had any material effect 
In bringing about tho present troubles, 
but u they have it wdll not alter in tho 
slightest degree my determination that 
during tiie remaining fifteen mouths 
ot my term these policies shall ho 
persevered in unswervingly. 

"Men of means, remember tills, that 
atonement in this world is largely vi- 
carious, that if we sit supine and let 
men of great wealth set be v'-l-j the 
country as a whole the standard, of 
successful dishonesty, so thai, young 
men are taught tu think of business 
trickery, of evasion and violation of 
the law, of stock gambling and swind- 
ling, as the chief roads to financial 
success — that if wo should let such a 
state of affairs exist — not only do we 
bring about a deterioration of the 
public conscience- as a whole, but as 
sure as fate we ultimately invite igno- 
rant and vile reaction, which in 
trampling out Die wrong will trample 
out each right at the same time, when 
m punishing the wealthy wrongdoer 
Will inflict the punishment so brutally 
and so unskillfuily as to confound in 
it many men who have done honestly 
and well. 

"I want to sou die process of gain- 
ing wealth by successful dishonesty 
stopped before it goes so far as to 
invite tiie very reaction of which I 
speak, and the man of property, cho 
man of great means, will do well to 
turn and in the loftiest way ouck up 
a rational movement for reform, a ra- 
tional movement for such supervision 
and the and c °ntrol over the use, uver the ac- 
cumulation and business use ot these 
great fortune's us wed), if not elimi- 
nate, at least minimize the evil of 
Which I complain. Such a movement 
as that In which we are now engageel 
Is not in tho least undertaken with 
any vindictive purpose. It is under- 
taken to cure evils and to prevenc 
their recurrence. If the beneficiaries 
of these evils succeed, which they wdll 
not d,, — they will not succeed — but if 
they did succeed in stopping tho 
movement it eeill merely mean that in 
a very few years it would break forth 
again, and that time it would be in tho 
control of men who would legislato 
with a vindictive purpose and not as 
legislators with a desire to hurt and 
damage tho men at whom the move- 
ment was not aimed. There is no 
movement in its proper sense that 
more properly may be described as 
conservative, using the word with its 
real significance, than the movement 
which we' have seen developed during 
the past four or five years, the move- 
ment for tho proper supervision and 
control in the interest of the general 
public of these colossal fortunes which, 
singly or in combination, are of such 
Importance in the modern industrial 
world — to so control and supervise 
them that In their accumulation and 
their business use there shall be, as 
far as we can prove It. no wrong-do- 
ing to tiie small man, which small man 
Is tiie competitor, wage-worker or in- 
vestor.

A groal duty rests upon madlans. 
Possibly it Is not as fully appreciated 
as it ought to be. We usually speak 
of It as work for the Empire, but this 
is a narrow view of it. It is our work 
as a people for ourselves and tor hu- 
manity. We have Inherited from our an- 
cestors priceless traditions and tried 

and proved institutions; by th >urage 

of our forefathers and the wl»dom of 
our statesmen we have become pos- 
sessed of one of the fairest parts of 
the globe; by the sagacity of those, 
who during the last quarter of a cen- 
tury have been charged with the ad- 
ministration of our government, this 
groat land has been started on a ca- 
reer of progressive development; by the 
irresistible logic of events Canada has 
been forced to a foremost place | n the 
great problems of world politics, which 
seem certain to be the distinguishing 
feature of the Twentieth Century. 
These things Impose a responsibility 
u',ion us, which wo cannot hope to 
shirk and which will call for the ex- 
ercise of the best judgment, if they 
are to be solved without friction or, 
perhaps, disaster. Especially does this 
burden rest heavily upon the people 
of British Columbia; for the responsi- 
bility is two-fold. It not only involves 
the development of our country, but 
also the varied questions which «ill 
arise out of the contact .>f the Occident 
with tlie Orient. The North Pacific 
Ocean will be the meeting place of 
the two civilizations, Upon it the 
greatest drama In human history will 
be played. There will be tested the 
mettle of the while and yellow races. 
Hence British Columbia must neces- 
sarily l>e the British has.- of operations, 
not in a military sense, we hope, but in I 
that keener and more prolonged com- 
petition in which the .arts of peace will I 
fashion the weapons. 

to this great arena of effort it can 
hardly be expected that all men "ill 
be able to have ever before them lie- 
special duties, resting upon them us 
citizens of what seems destined to be 
the greatest of the nations, ami this 
increases the gravity of the burden 
devolving upon the press and the pub- 
lic men of tin- country. We seem lo be 
about to enter as Canadians upon 
what is a new experiment, Nations 
are usually fused Li the crucible of 
war; national prestige is usually 
gained upon the battlefield; national 
influence Is almost always a matter of 
artillery. There Is every ground for 
hope that our energies will not be ex- 
hausted In struggles that will until us 
to use properly the fruits ,,f victory, 
and that our national greatness will 
be based upon construction, not de- 
struction. It is easy to keep alive 
patriotism and the rugged virtues of 
citizenship, when a people are race to 
face With an enemy In anus; it is not 
so easy to do so in the piping times of 
peace. Hence we say thai tie duty of 
the press ami public men of Canada 
is to stimulate an appreciation of the 
part, which the Dominion seems des- 
tined to play, to keep ever before the 
people the highest ideals, to endeavor, 
as best they can. to guide public opin- 
ion along lines that are safe as well as 
progressive. Perhaps the wish mas- 
he the father to the thought, hul wo 
are Impressed with the conviction that 
in Canada the work of the A.nglo- 
Vaxon race Is to attain Its culmination; 
that here will be built up a nation of 
freemen, who will hold the balance be-

There is some foundation for the 
charge. Commenting upon this the 
Ottawa Free Press says; "On the 
other hand there tire one or two Con- 
servative newsp.aper.s, the Montreal 
Gazette and the Victoria Colonist 
among them, who have recognized 
that the dispute with Japan is a na- 
tional matter and not a political issue." 
Tho Colonist has the satisfaction of 
knowing that its views have been 
largely presented by the newspapers 
of Great Britain, which certainly 
would not have been the case if it had 
sought to make political capital out of 
a matter which Is really International. 
If Canada aspires to the dignity of 
nationhood, national questions must 
he treated a ■ such and not merely as 
gambits In a political game of chess. 
Tie- proper settlement of the Oriental 
question is very much more important 
to Canada than that Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ler should go out and Mr. Borden come 
in. A change of government alone 
would not settle it. Ill British poll- 
tics it has been the rule that, what- 
ever differences of opinion there 
might he between the political par- 
ties, when an issue is raised between 
the nation and sonic other power, par- 
ty lines were obliterated. If Canada 
were at war with Japan, we would 
forget that we are Conservatives or 
Liberals and remember only that we 
are Canadians. In principle there is 
no distinction between such an emer- 
gency and the issue that Is now pre- 
sented. If anything the obligation 
upon us te approach tin- consideration 
nf the -abject from a national stand- 
point is rendered the greater by the 
fact thai the issue is one which |j 
being discussed amicably, but is of 
such a nature i ha I . it' hostilities should 
arise out of it, Canada would have to 
rely upon the forces of the Mother 
( 'oiintry for de:', nee.

For some time the Colonial stood 
almost alone among the Conservative 
newspaper*! In Canada in Insisting 
that the question of Oriental immigra- 
tion was not a partizan Issue, but one 
of national importance, (if the few 
exception.? the Montreal Gazette was 
the moat conspicuous, ami our contem- 
porary felt, justified in saying recent- 
ly: "The Conservative press i.< ac- 
cused by the Liberal journals of pur- 
suing an unpatriotic course In tho 
discussion ol" the Asiatic labor issue. 



Our evening contemporary says that 
we admit that "the former government 
of Canada failed to impress the 
world with the practically unlimited 
resources of the country." We did noi 
do tins because what wo said was 
that, if it were so, it would not be 
surprising seeing that they likewise 
failed so hi impress their political 
opponents in Canada. Hut there is 
little sense in disputing about words. 
Tie- point which our contemporary 
endeavored to make was that the Con- 
servatives when in power had exhib- 
ited a poor appreciation of the poten- 
tialities "f Canada, and the reply t.i 
this, which we wished to make, was 
that time was necessary to convince 
even Canadians themselves, not to 
speak of the rest of the world. that 
we possessed the resources which we 
are now all satisfied are contained 
within the Dominion. We do cot see 
that anything Is taken from tie- pres- 
tige of Sir John Macdonald by the 
fact that, when he devoted his states- 
manship to extending tie- Dominion 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, he 
did not foresee the full possibilities of 
the vast region, which bis policy em- 
braced.

we think that those great Canadians 
are all tin- more entitled to the admi- 
ration of their countrymen for the 
courage which inspired them to un- 
dertake the tasl; of uniting and con- 
solidating all British America under 
one- government.

.Mackenzie an-.. Mr. Kdward Hlake be- 
cause tin- great work ol the Conserva- 
tive leaders did not appeal to their 
imagination, and that they saw only 
"the lions in tin- path."

HERE AND THERE 

In the course of an Interesting book 
which has been published on "English 
Children in the Olden Time," extracts 
aro given from early chronicles atid 
guides f'.>r children's manners. Thus, 
"The Babco's Boke," written In 1475, 
contains Instructions for six children 
living at the Court of Edward Fourth, 
which give a fair idea of ; hiltlren in an 
ancient dining-room of high estate. 
"Do not dip you,r meat In tho salt- 
cellar, nor put your knife In your 
mouth; taste of every dish, but, when 
your plate is taken away, do not ask

Many of them 
read a few books well, and some were 
able to entertain their friends with 
music. They did not neglect the duties 
of hospitality. The stranger was wel- 
come to share the family meal and 
friends and neighbors always found a 
seat ready for them In the family 
circle. Yet with all these duties our 
grandmothers enjoyed such a measure 
of health anil strength as a large 
proportion of women in these days aro 
strangers to. Which of us floes not 
know one at least of these old ladles, 
whom It is a privlliege to meet'.' What 
was the secret of their success? Was 
it not that they took up the burden 
of life bravely? Each one, In her own 
little sphere, determined that what- 
ever duties might fall to her iot she 
would perform them cheerfully and, 
to the best of her abllltly, thoroughly. 
The daughter in her father's house 
learned early that there was much 
work for her hands to do, and when 
her turn came to be a wife and mother 
she was prepared to shoulder the ndd- 
d responsibility and to follow in her 
mother's footsteps. Canada is still a 
young country.) There is as much 
need that the young women of our land 
should be brave and unselfish as there 
was In the days when each home was 
tin- centre of a little clearing in the 
forest.

TRIED RECIPES 

Tiny Tim Cucumber Pickles 

To make this most delicious of pick- 
les, select cucumbers from one te> two 
inches in length. Make a brine suffi- 
ciently strong to lloat an egg, throw 
the cucumbers into it and cover with 
a plate or clean boards, on which is 
pluced a weight sufficient to press 
them ilown under the surface. Lett It 
stand for ten days, and tfien removo 
the cucumbers from the brine, and 
throw them Into cold water. Wash 
thoroughly, reject all t.iusc that are 
soft, and let the remainder stand in 
fresh cool water for twenty-four hours. 
Next day change the water, and let 
stand over night. Line a porcelain 
kottlo with grape leaves, and put the 
cucumbers in, carefully sprinkling each 
layer with a bit of powdered alum. 
Cover with cokl water and put over 
the lire. Let the water simmer ver\ 
slowly, but never boil, till the cucum- 
bers take a rich, green color. Then 
remove from the lire, and plunge Im- 
mediately in cold water, in »Whic)l 
they must be allowed to stand until 
the vinegar is prepared. 

To one gallon of best elder vinegar 
allow one cup of sugar, three dfixen 
whole black peppers, three do::en whole 
cloves, eighteen allspice, and one dozen 
blades of mace. Let boll for live min- 
utes. Thens, place the cucumbers in 
stone Jars and pour the scalding vine- 
gar over tnem. Cover closely, and let 
stand for two days. At the end of 
that lime draw off the vinegar, reheat 
and pour It over die pickles scalding 
hot. Repeat this process at intervals 
of two, four and six days, then cover 
with a stone or wooden top, and tic 
a cloth over the whole. Store in a cool 
place and at the end of two months 
the pickles will be ready for eating. 
They should lie examined every few 
weeks. If at any lime they arc found 
to be softening, the vinegar must again 
he scalded and poured over them. 

Take care that In the .making of 
these pickles only wooden Instruments 
are used, and porcelain lines or granite 
kettles. Metal of any sort Is exceed- 
ingly dangerous, and should not be til- 
lowed to touch the pickles.

The 
plans of the projected company are to 
equip and operate a fishing station at 
the northern Islands, from which the 
fishing vessels will be sent to the hali- 
but grounds In Hecate Strait, where a 
large licet of United States fishing 
steamers are already at work, and the 
catches when brought to the Queen 
Charlotte island station will be ship- 
ped In the cold storage, tanks of the 
steamer of the company to Vancouver 
for shipment to the eastern markets. 

Arrangements will be mad.' for 
special apparatus, dryers, etc.. to con- 
vert the halibut heads, dog fish, etc., 
taken by the vessels into fish guano, 
for which there is a rapidly increasing 
demand In many places, notably in 
Hawaii. Dog fish oil will also be put 
up for shipment. 

Another company for deep sea fish- 
ing Is also projected. This company, 
for which four fishing schooners are 
being built at Lunenburg, Nova Scotia, 
proposes to fish for cod in the North 
Pacific and in Bering Sea.

Private advices from London re- 
ceived here yesterday state that at 
the sale of Capo Horn sealskins held 
by C. M. Lampson & Co., the prices de- 
clined twenty per cent, from those re- 
alized at the sale of skins taken by the 
Cape Horn sealing fleet, in which sev- 
eral Victorians are Interested. 

Tho sale hold yesterday at London, 
at which only the Cape lb>rn and Cape 
of Good Hope sealskins were offered, 
was a preliminary to the big one to he 
held later and consisted only nf a f. w 
shipments which had reached the Brit- 
ish market early. Tho South African 
pelts declined fifteen per cent, from 
the prices realized tit the December 
sales. 

The sale of the Cape Hern sealskins 
is not taken to indicate that any de- 
cline Will take place in the price of tile 
Bering sea and northwest coast and 
Copper Island sealskins. If is believed 
that the price realized for these skins 
when they are offered in mid-December 
will equal that brought last year, about 
125 per skin, if it does IH ,t exceed that 
price. 



The big British steamer Christina, 
sister vessel of the Queen Adelaide, 
which will lie remembered as one of 
the chartered steamers of Dodwell's 
Oriental line, struck at the North Seal 
rocks, eight miles northwest of Ores- 
cent City, and is a total loss. The 
steamer was one nf the fleet chartered 
to load grain at Portland for Europe 
ami left San Francisco at 8.20 p.m. 
Sunday nlghl for there. The wreck oc- 
curred during thick fog at 1.30 o'clock 
en Monday morning and soon after- 
wards sixteen men reached Tort Cres- 
cent in beats. Sixteen others remain- 
ed en board. 

The steamer lies on an even keel 
three miles from shore on the south 
side nf Point St. George, four miles 
up the mast from Crescent City. She 
is on a sunken rock will) water all 
around her The vessel was fourteen 
mil.-,- out nf her curse when she 
struck, There is a heavy sea there. 

There are four fathoms of water 
around the .steamer. When the crow 
left the vessel her pumps were still 
going and her bulkhead was holding, 
Sin., will prove a total loss. 

When news was received at Cres- 
cent City, Captain Hoffman, of the 
steam schooner Navarro, at once put to 
sea in the hope nf being able to get a 
line to the st.-ainer. It was a danger- 
ous undertaking 1 , however, and Cap- 
tain Harris and others expressed the 
belief that nothing could be done for 
tie. Queen Christina. 

Even were the weather .and sea to 
remain calm the salving of the great, 
hull would prove a use less undertak 
Ing. At last accounts all hands had 
been forced to desert the ship, Captain 
Harris atid his men all being in Cres- 
cent City tills evening. 

As It was the crew of the Quoei. 
Christina was compelled to hurriedly 
take to the boats. Through a tem- 
pestuous sea the men reached tho 
lighthouse off Crescent City, .after ex- 
hausting labor at the oars. 

Captain Harris and flic remainder of 
the crew were picked up later not far 
from port bv the Navarro, which was 
unable to gn within two miles of the 
wreck without endangering her own 
safel y. 

When picked up Captain Harris and 
his sixteen men were drifting help- 
lessly. 

The Queen Christina, Capt. Harris, 
is a sf. .el screw vessel of 4,268 gross 
tons She was built iti 1901, by the 
i Northumberland Steamboat company, 
j limited, and Is owned hy the Dunlop 
I Steamship company, limited. Her 
llmonsions are: Length. 360 feet; 
ireadth, 1^ feet: depth, 20 feet.

It is conditioned that fhe transport- 
ing colliers -hail carry about 4,600 
each, so that the fuel-bearing fleet 
steaming ahead of the battleship will 
consist of nearly thirty vessels. In 
addition tn this huge amount of coal 
carried by private shippers, the navy 
department will send in advance on 
its own account 24,800 tons. The 
naval colliers Hannibal, Marcellus, and 
Leonaldas will meet tho battleships 
at Trinidad with G.400 inns, and later 
at Rio Janiero the squadron will find 
walling the Ajax, I h ut us. Abnreda, 
Caesar, ami Nero, with 18,400 tens 
more. 

The coal, thus far provided for the 
historic voyage reaches the tremen- 
dous total of 157,000 mns. This, ac- 
cording to tiie bureau ol equipment, 
costs til.- government an average of 
$3 per mil. or an aggregate of $ 1711,400. 
As the cost of ii-^ transportation, dis- 
regarding the expanse of i ha t carried 
by navy colliers, will amount to $765,- 
880, the grand total of the fuel hill for 
this battleship excursion around the 
Horn will reach the su m of $1,229,280. 
To carry ibis fuel for the sixteen bat- 
tleships more than twice as many ves- 
sels as the squadron itself contains 
will be needed.

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WINNIPEG WHEAT 



Lack of Export Demand and 
Money Stringency Causes 
a Tumble 



Winnipeg, Oct. 22.— The week has 
been one of wide fluctuations and gen- 
eral nervotls'and excited markets, and 
on Monday Winnipeg wheat closed 1 
to 1 5-8 lower than a week ago. Two 
causes have contributed materially to 
the erratic markets of the past week. 
In the first place, the high prices 
brought a Hood of wheat on the Win- 
nipeg market, which forced price.s 
down, for the simple reason that then 
was not local consumption for wheat, 
and exporters are always shy of a 
falling market. Ureal rtritaln has been 
buying wheat all week, bin not in suf- 
ficient quantities to keep the receipts) 
cleaned up. The second factor is the 
tightness of money. In a market such 
as we have this year, both speculation 
and the export trade require longer 
lines of credit and wider margins than 
usual. There is no money lying Incise 
for speculating In wheat, and the hi« 
exporting houses even lind they must 
pay a higher rate and make a quicker 
turn over than In recent years. 

The panicky condition of the stock 
market, though noi acting as directly 
on the Winnipeg as mi the American 
markets, has still had its effect. The 
condition of the stoi k market seems 
to have Improved, and that will help 
w hea i to some extent.

Thai 
is In say, money Is twice as hard to 
obtain for works of development as it 
is in the United Kingdom, and gives 
the Investor twice as good a return. 
It must bo admit toil that young in- 
dustries In Canada are being greatly 
hampered by this shortness of money.
